Cancel claim 21. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly discloses the claimed method and apparatus, in particular the 
arrangement of the electrodeionization device with the positively charged flow regulator 
as claimed. Each embodiment contains different limitations to either the 
electrochemical device with the particular arrangement of compartments, such as 
claims 14 and 33 or to the flow regulation regulated by a controller, which taken 
together impart patentability to the claims. Additional claims invoke the "means plus 
function" type analysis, which structure or equivalence thereof is not disclosed by the 
prior art of record. Further reasons for allowance are contained in the remarks filed 
1/9/09.
